Shift Due in
State Assembly

As a result of population
growth, and new movements of
population within the State,
there will be considerable
shift in representation in the
Assembly when the State is re-
districted on the basis of the
1960 Federal census.

Congressional districts will
also be redefined to accomo-
date the eight additional Con-
gressmen which California
stands to gain over its previous
delegation of 30.

. v

MOST OF THESE new cou.
gressional districts will ba
created in Southern California,
with Sacramento, Santa Clara
and Contra Costa Counties |
probably becoming congres-
sional districts by themselves,
rather than being lumped in
with adjoining counties as at
present,

In the State Assembly, whose
total representation remains
fixed at 80 members, Los An.
geles County’s representation
will probably be increased by
two or three seats over the
present 30. |
San Diego County, which now !
has four Assemblymen and one
Congressman, is expected to
gain another congressional seat
and increast its representation
in the Assembly.

THE SAME is true of Orange }
County, which now has ono {
Congressman and two Assem-
blymen. The present congres-

sional district comprising

Orange County also incdules an |
adjoining portion of San Diego |
County.

In the north, San Francisco
will most likely retain its two
congressional seats but may
lose two of its present six as-
sembly seats, as a result of a
population decrease caused by
a considerable migration to
suburban areas in adjoining
counties.

ALAMEDA County may also
lose one of its present six as-
sembly seats.

The complex problem of re-
districting has been under ex-
tensive study by the Assembly
Committee on Elections and
Reapportionment, which will
introduce the redistricting bill
in the 1961 Session,

IN ONE of my recent week-
ly reports dealing with exhorb-
itant charges for autolobile in-
